As in their previous attacks, the Ger- 
mans used great masses of artillery, 
but the British forces. everywhere met 
their onslaughts stoically and at last 
accounts were firmly holding their line 
at all points. 


Although the Germans in their offen- 


sive have been using men reckoned at 
twenty divisons, the British have been 
able at several points to regain some 
ot the ground they lost in the initial 
attack, which was delivered with 4 
suddenness similar to that of Byng’s 
big drive toward Cambrai. Sunday 
night they had gained the eastern edge 
of the village of Villers-Guislain and 
driven out the Germans from La 
Vacquerie. They held this latter posi- 
tion until Monday morning, when they 
were compelled again to cede it to the 
‘enemy, only to take it again later in 
the day. Southwest of Bourlon village, 
to the west of Cambrai, the British also 
have recovered lost terrain. 

The German war office asserts that 
eix thousand British have been made 
prisoner during their drive, and that 
one hundred guns have been taken from 
them. A large number of the guns al- 
ready have been reeaptured. The four 
days’ battle is described as the most 
ganguinary one that has taken place 
since the days of Verdun and the first 


battle of Ypres.

Message Is Awaited With 
Great Interest—Estimates 
for Next Year’s War Ex- 
penses Total $13,500,000,-

The second session ot the sixty-Tifth 
congress began, today at noon with 
brief routine sessions marked by the 
receipt of appropriation egtimates for 
next year's war and ordinary expenses 
aggregating the vast sum of $13,500,- 
000,000. a 

Tomorrow the senate and house will 
meet in joint session at 12:30 p. m. to 
hear President Wilson deliver his an- 
nual address. — 

Guidance of the president in the 
work ahead is awaited by tacit agree- 
ment. Congressional leaders tonight 
admitted that his recommendations, 
awaited with profound interest by the 
world, virtually would outline the ses- 
sion’s program. 

Speculation About Message. 

Specujation ag to the nature of the 
president's address centers largely 
upon the question whether he will 
recommend declarations of war by the 


United States against Germany’s allies. 
General belief is that he will not, at 
least for the present, and that congress 
will follow his desires. Sentiment for 
such action is widespread, however, and 
individual members probably will in- 
troduce war resolutions. One or two 
senators were prepared today to offer 
such resolutions, but were prevailed 
upon to withhold them. 

A spirit of confidence apparently 
pervades congress. Returning members 
exchanged views with declarations of 
increased determination to lend every 
aid in vfgorous conduct of the war. The 
leaders predicted that legislation would 
be confined largely to war measures, 
as the president is understood to de- 
sire. Senator Martin, democratic lead- 
er in the senate, said there would be 
little time for other than war problems, 
and Representative Kitchin, the house 
floor leader, announced, after informal 
conferences with colleagues, that he 
Was disposed to favor the plan. The 
understanding, however, is that the 
few weeks of the session, until after 
the holiday recess at least, will be open 
to general legislation.

Without federal aid the permanent 
paving of Peachtree road may not be 
started until spring, according to a 
statement made yesterday by Dr. W. L. 
Gilbert, of the Fulton county commis- 
sion, although it is hoped to begin the 
work of patching, up the road this 
week. 

When the commissioners meet Wed- 
nesday morning one of the most im- 
portant matters which they will take 
up for consideration will be the im- 
provement of the road from the city 
limits to Buckhead. 

Dr. Gilbert stated Monday that it 
ap ears the commissioners will not be 

e to place a permanent pavement 
on the road at once, but that in the 
meantime they will undertake to fe- 
pair the present pavement and put the 
road in best ssible Condition for ser- 
vice of traffic between Atlanta and 
Camp Gordon until the permanent 
Pavement can be put down. 

The commission expects to take up 
both the matter of the repairing and 
the permanent paving of the road at 
the Wednesday meeting.

This ordinance was introduced with 
the view of preventing the police board 
from ever utilizing the city attorney

L. Bea vers. 

Boarding Schools Need Licenses. 

Councilman Bell's ordinance requir- 
ing all boarding schools in the city to 
take out ljcenses, to be granted by 
council, was passed without a dissent- 
ing vote. This ofdinance aims espé- 
cially at a negro boarding school in a 
white settlement in the fifth ward. 

The fifth Ward representatives in 
council stated that the negro boarding 
school in their ward had become ob- 
noxious to the white settlement in 
which it was located.

TIME TO ACT! 


It is high time for Fulton county to take 
steps toward repaving its portion of the 
highway between the city limits of Atlanta 
and Camp Gordon. 

The thoroughfare from the heart of the 
city to the city limits is in passable condi- 
tion. That part of Peachtree which has re- 
cently been paved by the county is in prime 
order and will, no doubt, remain so for years. 

The government has let a contract for the 
paving of Peachtree road from the Fulton- 
DeKalb boundary line and the main entrance 
to Camp Gordon, and of Candler road from 
its confluence with Peachtree road to the 
South entrance to the cantonment. This 
work is to be pushed to completion, and 
when done it will provide excellent highway 
facilities between the county line and the 
camp. 

But that portion of the highway between 
the city limits of Atianta and the county 
line is in an unutterably bad condition, and 
If not attended to it will be well nigh im- 
passable before the winter ends. 

It is the duty of the Fulton county board 
of commissioners at its meeting tomorrow 
to get down to business and initiate steps 
looking to the paving of that strétch of 
Peachtree road. 

It should ask for bids for that work with- 
out further delay! 

There is many, many times more traffic 
in a day over this road than over any other 
stretch of highway in the county. 

But the work of repairing has been de- 
layed from day to day and week to week 
for one reason or another, one being that 
the commissioners have thought that the 
government might be induced to stand part 
of the expense. 

But it is not likely that the federal gov- 
ernment will pave a road for a county as 
abundantly able to do the work as is Fulton 
county. With DeKalb county, conditions are 
different. DeKalb is a rural county having 
no large city and with no surplus cash. 
Fulton is one of the richest counties in the 
state. It does not require federal aid in a 
matter of this kind, and if it does expect 
it, it is quite likely to meet with disappoint- 
ment. N 

There is no valid reason why a contract 
for this improvement should not be let im- 
mediately, so that the work can be com- 
pleted concurrently with that portion’ of 
the same highway lying in DeKalb county, 
making a through well-paved highway from 
the center of Atlanta to Camp Gordon. 

It is up to the county commissioners to 
act tomorrow. 

The people are not asking the cost of the 
job, and they are ready and willing to ap- 
prove any reasonable paving contract. 

But they are not willing to approve any 


further delay.

Some years ago the drys succeeded in get 
ting a local option bill enacted into law, since 
which time a considerable portion of the 
state has been saloonless; but the larger 
cities, notably Cincinnati—the greatest dis- 
tillery city in the world—have not only 
remained wet, but have been able to keep 
the state as a whole out of the dry column. 

But the prohibitionists in Ohio have 
Barleycorn groggy. 

In the election of 1915 he was hit an awful 
wallop, but was saved by the liquor cities 
by a majority of 55,412, and now in the 
election of November, 1917, that majority 
was cut to one of a little more than a thou- 
sand—granting that those were honestly- 
counted votes, which is not generally be- 
lieved to be the case. 

The prohibitionists are greatly encouraged, 
and they are determined to give Demon 
Rum no opportunity for recuperation, and 
they confidently expect to wind up its career, 
so far as Ohio is concerned, a year hence. 

As for the Ohio politicians, 1918 is going 
to be a trying year for them, because it will 
be a general election year. As a general 
rule they have been able to keep the whisky 
issue out of partisan politics; but they will 
have a hard time doing this in 1918. Each 
aspirant to office, regardless of the nature 
of the job sought, will have to “line up” 


with one side or the other on the liquor | 


question and tell the people where he stands. 
There will be no chance to dodge. 

This, it' is generally conceded, augurs well 
for the anti-liquor forces, because the rank 
and file of Ohioans are at heart “dry” and 
probably would make it decidedly unpleas- 
ant for a candidate for any office who would 
dare to say publicly that he is “wet.” 

Unquestionably the members of all parties 
in Ohio will experience a great sense of 
relief when the booze thorn is finally re- 
moved from the political flesh of the state; 
which, from all indications, it will be a year 
from now, by popular vote—if not before by 
congressional enactment! 


GEORGIA’S V. M. C. A. RESPONSEX 


Georgia is $23,000 short in its response to 
the call for $350,000 as the state’s apportion- 
ment of the thirty-five million dollars asked 
from the country at large. 

When the great work being done in the 
war camps by the Y. M. C. A. is given a 
moment’s consideration by the people of 
Georgia they will not hesitate to raise the 
slight amount necessary to complete Geor- 
gia’s part of this fund, and their response 
will be speedy when they know that of all 
the states in the union Georgia is perhaps 
the only one which has not yet come up to 
its allotment. 

And the rapidity of the state’s response 
will be enhanced with the realization that 
15 per cent of the army of the United States 
is now in the six military camps located in 
Georgia—more than in any state—and with 
the knowledge that up to November 1 the 
V. M. C. A. has already spent in this war 
work in the Georgia camps $391,000, and that 
$400,000 additional is already appropriated 
for expenditure in and for the Georgia camps 
from November 1, 1917, to July 1, 1918. 

Georgia’s $23,000 shortage will, of course, 
be subscribed between no and next Satur 
day night, when the campaign closes. 

Indeed, it is perhaps not accurate to say 
that as yet the state is short in its response, 
for a few days remain in which there is 
ample time not only to reach but to exceed 
the state’s allotment. 

Quite a number of Georgia towns have 
not made any response and others are far 
below the quota set for them. 

Other cities and towns have not only met 
but far exceeded their quota. 

Surely,. surely, no town in Georgia will 
fail to respond to the full measure of its 
obligation to a humanitarian call which 
means so much for the care and the comfort 
of the boys who are offering to sacrifice their 
lives on the altar of their country’s cause.

Every other state has wiped its slate clean

Since the return to Germany of many Ger- 
man residents of America, a general under- 
standing of America’s war intentions has 
begun to percolate through the German 
press. Nevertheless, it-is remarkable to 
find in the conservative Kreuzzeitung, pet 
organ of the East Prussian junkers, the fol- 
lowing unvarnished statements reported by a 
man well informed in American affairs. 

America Really Warlike. 

“From time to time American newspaper 
accounts refer to increasing peace inclinations 
in the United States. It is to be assumed 


| that in a nation of 109,000,000 there are many 


who are peaceably inclined, but we warn 
against a too roseate view. Such optimistic 
expéctations are as disappointing as those 
of the war in connection with the expected 
turn of public opinion in favor of Germany, 
which in reality existed only in the im- 
agination of German newspaper correspond- 
ents. Anybody following the trend of af- 
fairs in the United States is no longer in 
doubt but what the number of war enthusi- 
asts in America is constantly growing. This 
was recently demonstrated by the labor or- 
ganizations, which are to a greater extent 
determined for the war than their English 
brethren assembled at the recent British 
trade Union Congress at Blackwood. 

“There the delegate of the American Fed- 


eration of Labor, B. Lord, declared that he 


would not think of sitting at a table with | so much above other nations that they will 


representatives of the central powers as 
long as ‘that German beast’ remains in Bel- 
gium and France. Another delegate, named 
Golden, accused the German labor leaders 
as either sympathizing with the cruelties 
perpetrated or being moral cowards. Just 
as belligerent is Bryan, Wilson’s former sec- 
retary of state, who says in his Commoner: 
‘America is now bound to win, for she could 
not permit a foreign power, Germany least 
of all, te interfere with America’s destinies.’ 
He says further: ‘It does not matter how 
long the war may last; differences of opinion 
can only prolong it, while at the same time 
the sacrifices in money and human lives 
grow greater.’ 


Quotes Bryan. 

“Who would have ever thought to hear 
that of Mr. Bryan? This is the same Bryan 
who threw his job at the president’s feet for 
fear that Wilson’s energetic attitude toward 
Germany might lead te war. At that time 
Roosevelt was also against Wilson, regard- 
ing him as acting in a cowardly way. Now, 
Roosevelt and Bryan blow one and the same 
horn. Wilson combats, in words, German 
militarism; virtually he imitates it. He 
would have the American army large enough 
—if it need be—to attain victories on the 
battlefields of Europe all by itself or at 
least prove to be the decisive element.” 

Wilson accommodated the English by per- 
mitting them to recruit their countrymen 


at every possible occasion, 


in America. It was asserted that this turned 
out “an extraordinary success,” but as fig- 
ures were not stated, the truth could not be 
proven.

‘What worries the president most in con- 
nection with his plans is how to trans- 
port the alleged million of soldiers across 
the ocean. The industrial press figures 
that for 1,000 men 5,000 gross tons of ship 
space are needed. It is further assumed 
that a single trip requires four weeks on 
the average. Seven hundred and fifty thou- 
sand gross tons of ship space would thus 
be required.

United States fail in this fight. 

“When the deterioration of the Russian 
army caused depression in America's polit- 
ical circles, this must have set the president 
thinking. No wonder Secretary of State 
Lansing attempted to screen these events by 
the statement that the American government 
by no means fears a collapse of Russia, re- 
garding to the contrary, Russia stronger than 
ever. This is not only exaggeration, but 
plain deception, showing that as far as Eu- 
ropeans affairs are concerned Americans are 
as ignorant as an Eskimo on theatrical mat- 
ters.“ 

After quoting The London Observer, the 
article concludes by saying: 

Yankee Incomstancy. 

“Anybody knowing America and the 
Americans will attach no significance to 
such statements, because he knows that there 
are none more inconstant than yankees. 
Thus it was during the war. The Ameri- 
cans were anti-German, but in this a great 
majority bent upon peace. They re-elected 
Wilson because he favored ‘peace and pros-

On the Great War 


Meeting Labor Half-Way 


BY GILBERT SELDES. 


London.—The real change in the labor 
situation in Great Britain is not to be found 
in the changed status of organized labor, 
now recognized as a power by the govern- 
ment, nor in the desperate efforts made by 
labor’s enemies to convict it of revolution- 
ary tendencies. Far more significant is the 
fact that the representatives of capital and 
the representatives of the state are marching 
down the road bearing olive branches and 
orange blossoms to the halfway house where 
labor is temporarily resting. 

The olive branch is for peace pea the 
blossoms are for the holy state of matri- 
mony. The state, as high priest, is will- 
ing to officiate at the ceremony which will 
link labor and capital together and captital 
is willing. Labor is doubtful; labor hesi- 
tates; labor dickers for a dowry in its own 
name; labor jibs at the halter and refuses to 
recognize the permanence of the new con- 
tract. That is the inner truth of the situa- 
tion. 

What labor is reluctant to accept is sim- 
ply the permanence of the wage-system, 
and all the concessions which capital is mak- 
ing are details, leaving intact the wage prin- 


| ciple—that is, the principle that some men 


shall be paid wages while other men get 
their shares as profit. Labor, as such, has 
put forth no substitute; neither has it ac- 
cepted the alternative schemes proposed by 
the socialists (state control), by the syndi- 
cateists (industrial control and competition) 
or by the Guildsmen (syndicates and state 
working together). Labor is still fighting 
for better wages, but it has, so far, refused 
to pledge itself to any system which offers 
better wages alone; on the other hand it 
has not yet accepted anything else. The 
condition in the labor ranks is chaotic, and, 
as is usually the case with chaos, anything 
may come out of it. 

The way to discover what may come out 
is to note the progressive concessions made 
by the employers of labor. Beginning with 
shorter hours, better pay, cleaner factories 
and the like, the concessions very soon be- 
gan to show a decided and an entirely new 
tendency; toward dividing the contro] of the 
shop, with the workers in the shop. The 
next step—jump, rather—is the division of 
control of an industry between the employers 
and the employees. Joint control, with or 
without a state representative as an inter- 
ested third party, is an accepted system of 
operating war factories, and is a recognized, 
basis for reconstruction in industry. Repre- 
sentatives of the textile workers, of the own- 
ers of factories making woolen goods and 
state deputies have settled all the questions 
of wool control in the past two years, and 
the questions were such as cut to the heart 
of the industry. The vital new element here 
that the dual control was not in a single 
factory, but extended to an entire and ex- 
tensive industry. 

After the War Troubles. 

This is a practi instance of the theo- 
retical] desire, so of expressed as to sound 
foolish, for a rapprochment between capital 
and labor. The disaffected and the “ad- 
vanced” workers sniff audibly when they 
hear an expert on reconstruction in England 
say that “we must avoid industrial disputes 
after the war.“ The pious hope means little 
to them;. some of them insist that the only 
Way tomake the warareal war for freedom 
is to push strikes and lockouts to the extreme 
after the war. But the bulk of the workers 
are willing to send their representatives to 
sit on boards where capital is also repre- 
sented. ; 

At the same time another tendency is 
visible—one that cuts across trade untons 
and may lead to the establishment of unions 
on the syndicalist style. Labor leaders, stu- 
dents with ~ bigs in favor of state action 
and employers are all realizing, to an

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Just as we begin to think we are get- 
ting our readers educated so they will not 
ask us to diagnose their ailments by mail, 
a new regiment of readers joins our little 
circle, and we have to begin all over again. 
But that is the great tragedy of a doctor's 
life, anyway. He no sooner buries his old 
and well trained patients than a new gen- 
eration arises and makes all the same old 
mistakes. Today four correspondents ask 
for something “good for” a lame or stiff 
shoulder. How can we tell, without exami- 
nation, whether there is a bursa inflamed, 
adhesions from past injury or diséase, or 
what not? 

Can't do it, children, can't do it. Haven't 
the necessary second sight. We can only 
give some general facts about the lame and 
stiff shoulders, and maybe some of these 
facts will seem to “hit your case.” [If s0, 
take the fact and the case to a good doctor 
and let him try it on for you. 

Acute sub-acromial bursitis is an in- 
flammation of a lubricating sac just under- 
neath the point of the shoulder, sometimes 
caused by slight injury or strain, some- 
times dy infection. Movement of the 
shoulder is very painful, particularly move- 
ment of the arm outward and upward. So 
it is held stiff, and even after the inflam- 
mation and moderate swelling have gone 
the stiffness may remain behind for a long 
time. This may lead to chronic stiff shoulder 
and considerable disability of the arm. 

The remedy for the acute attack is rest 
of the arm in a sling, or sometimes by 
keeping the arm resting on a table or on a 
pillow, in the most comfortable position. As 
soon as the most severe inflammation has 
passed away, mild heat in one form or an- 
other is helpful, and massage is advisable to 
prevent chronic stiffness. The massage in- 
cludes gentle manipulation of the shoulder 
and gradual lifting of the Be outward and 
upwafd. 

Sometimes this condition persist for 
months or years, and the patient is unable 
to lift the arm as high as the shoulder, 
hence cannot feed himself or comb his hair 
with the affected arm. But if he will bend 
forward while standing, so that the arms 
hang limply downward, then let someone 
hold the affected arm in that relative posi- 
tion while he again assumes the erect pos- 
ture, he discovers that he can lift the arm 
high above his head, after all. But don't 
let him try to lower it without help, for 
it well hurt like sin. This is a pretty re- 
liable test of subacromial bursitis. The re- 
lief of the disability requires forcible break- 
ing up of adhesions, under anesthesia, 


sometimes without anesthesia. When rec- 
ognized and properly treated the condition 
usually responds promptly, though a few 
cases require operation on the bursa.

The labor 
leaders realize that no industry is stronger 
than its weakest union; the employers are 
wearied of internal squabbles and disputes 
about jurisdiction; the state control advo- 
cates .understand that the state can deal 
best with a single body. 

Prepare Labor for After-War Conditions. | 

Comprehension of this new development 
is indicated in a manifesto just issued, bear- 
ing the names of trade union offictals, pro- 
fessors, business men of high standing, edi- 
tors of technical and trade journals. The 
first desideratum mentioned its the mobili- 
zation of each industry for common action. 
Another is that each industry should be 
studied as a whole and apart from interna! 
competition. It asks for an organization to 
prepare labor for after-the-war, in which all 
classes of persons engaged in a given indus- 
try shall be represented. It goes further 
and suggests that all questions between the 
state and a given trade should be delegated 
to the council of that trade. 

All of these suggestions indicate the 
growth/of the guild idea, with the difference 
of course, that the “national guilds” repudi- 
ate the wage system entirely and this man- 
ifesto upholds that system. The impor- 
tance of the manifesto is limited to recogni- 
tion of the new orientation of labor toward 
solidarity in each industry. 

Of all the appeals made to the workers 
to reject the advances of capital the pure 
Marxian socialist appeal is the weakest in 
England at this time. Fabian tactics (not 
those of the Fabian society, however), based 
on the principle that “it must grow worse 
before it grows better,” are not considered 
good exchange for a rapidly filling dinner 
pail, and the gradual assumption of state 
control during the war has etther cut the 
ground from under the socialists’ feet or has 
“soured” the workers on the whole idea. 
Only a partial success can be registered for 
staté control of beer or of any of the other 
food commodities. The triumph of con- 
trol—in raw materials used for military pur- 
poses—is still hidden from the people who 
benefit most of it. The socialist is on the 
defensive. The syndicalist is aggressive but . 
out of tune, for he is largely pacifist; the 
guilds are not widely known. 

Yet the astonishing fact is that without 
any other program, the workers are not 
rushing pell-mell into the arms of the cap- 
italists. They are indulgent to new schemes; 
they accept reforms. But they are looking 
for a new status.

5-CENT LOAF IS PASSING. 


The passing of the 6-cent Ipaf of: 
bread is at hand, according to Herman 
Malchow, president of the American 
Bakeries’ company and chairman for 
Georgia of the bakers’ section of the 
federal food administration. 

After December 10, says Mr. Malchow, 
bread will be 10 cents a loaf, though 
the loaves will be approximately twice 
the size of the present 5-cént loaf, thus 
effecting no increase in the price of 
the bread. 

The necessity for the change in price 
is due to the ruling of the food admin- 
istration — for a minimum loaf 
of 16 ounces. he present 5-cent loaf: 
weight about 7 or 8 ounces. Through 
its rules the administration expects to 
bring about a saving of 180,000,000 
pounds of sugar and 100,000,000 pounds 
of lard.

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Six Physicians Assert Mrs. 
King Could Have Shot 
Herself — Sister of Means 
Burned Hat Worn by Mrs. 
King. | 


Concord, N. C., December 3.—5Six 
North Carolina physicians testified for 
the defense at the trial of Gaston B. 
Means here today that in their opinion 
Mrs. Maude A. King, whom Means is 
alleged to have killed, could have shot 


herself in the back of the head while 


holding a pistol in her hand. 

Introduction of the first witnesses 
for the defense came after the state 
had unexpectedly closed its case early 
in the day, and the physicians followed 
W. G. Means and Miss Belle Means, 
father and sister, respectively, of the 
defendant, and L. A. Weddington, a 
local undertaker. 

The state previously had announced 
that more New York and Chicago wit- 
nesses would be put on the stand, but 
at opening of court today turned in- 
stead to reading to the jury various 
letters and documents alleged to have 
been seized in Means’ New York apart- 
ments. 

Many of the letters, to which Means’ 


signature was sworn to by A. B. Mel- 


ville, former attorney for Mrs. King, 
dealt with Means’ business transac- 
tions, in which the state claims he lost 
large sums of the woman’s money, and 
others gave directions to his brother, 
Afton Means, and others about with- 
holding Mrs. King’s mail and keeping 
secret her frip to Concord, where she 
was visiting Means’ relatives at the 
time she was killed. 

The coroner’s inquest at which Gas- 


. — * 
ton Means testified returned a verdict 


of accidental death and until an in- 
vestigation was started after the wom- 
an’s body was taken to Chitago, it gen- 
erally was the accepted belief that un- 
intentionally she had killed herself 
with a small pistol, which she had been 
learning to shoot. Dr. William H. Bur- 
meister, coroner’s physician in Chica- 
go, testified for the state that it would 
have been physically impossible for the, 
woman to have held the pistol and in- 
flicted in the back of her head the 
wound which killed her. 
Believe Woman Fired Shet. 
Some of the physicians testifying for 


the defense went so far as to say they 


believed the deceased did fire the fatal 
shot, some of them thought she could 
have done so accidentally, but not in- 
tentionally, while some of them re- 
fused to say whether they thought she 


could have shot herself intentionally 
in the way indicated by the evidence 
as to the manner in which the act 
was committed. Most of them de- 
scribed. experimental tests which they 
h made or observed with a 25-caliber 
automatic pistol, the kind with which 
Mrs. King was killed ,according to 
the evidence, in firing at paper ink 
blotters at various distances, both di- 
rectly and through a hair switch. They 
described the result as observed on the 
blotters and the hair. 

Generally the physicians said the 
blotters showed powder grains at any 
distance up to fourteen inches, the 
grains being imbedded in the paper 
when fired at a distance of six inches 
or less, when the hair was not used. 
When the hair was put up against the 
blotters, witnesses agreed, there were 
no powder grains in the paper, but the 
hair showed the effects of the powder 
when the firing was done, with the 
muzzle of the pistol three inches or 
less from it. . H. Gibson, a Concord 
lumberman, told of similar experi- 
ments. 

The physicians a itted on cross-ex- 
amination that Aft Means, brother of 
the defendant, was present and took 
part in the tests and in one or two 
instances counsel for the defense was 

resent. The state demanded produc- 
ion in court of the blotters upon which 
the experiments were made, but they 
were not produced. 

Dr. W. Wadsworth, one of the 
six medical experts, demonstrated to 
the jury with a pistol of the type in 
evidence in hand how he believed the 
fatal shot could have been fired, hold- 
ing the automatic in reverse position, 
in the left hand, extended at arm’s 
length, with the pistol pointing at the 
back of the head. He was given physi- 
cal assistance by Frank I. Osborne, of 
counsel for the defense. The state’s
